NONUNION MEN ARMED WITH GUNS

the Day.

CHICAGO, May 3.—Rioting in the streets
today waa o prolonged and of so flerce A
character that many of the leading busl-
ness men have concluded that tiere will be
pelther pouce in the clty or safety for ita
buniness joterests untll the state militia has
been called out to restore order, A com-
mittee of membars of the Employern’ as-
soclation left for Springfleld today to con-
fer with Governor Deneen and to request
him to give orders to the stnte troopa. The
Jabor unlops have an extensive lobby at
the state capital and It Is Jikely that they
will als0 be heard before any action ls
taken by the governor,

Chief of Poilee O'Nell says he is confident
that he has control of the situntion and can
keep pedice. Mayor Dunne supports him in
this view nnd has declared that in his opin-
fon the emergency hns not arisen requiring
the presence of troops. On the other hand,
the business men point to the long list of
injured which marked the riollng of yes-
terday, and the greater number of those
who wera hurt today, and declare that this
alonn is sufficlent proof that the police are
not, unaided, sufclently strong to cope
with the situation. ‘No complaint is made
against the poalice dephartment, for the offi-
cers have dispersed svery mob with which
they Hhava some In contact and have
guarded wagona night and day. But de-
spite thelr utmont the fighting continues In
thes streets and is, If possible, more viclous
on each succeeding day. While the police
havs been able to dlsperse mobs and guard
wagona thay have not been able to prevent
the many attackas that are made on non-
unlon men in the business portion of the
¢oity alone, The situation, the buslness men
clatm, will be ten-fold worse when express
wagons and retall delivery wagons are sent
to remots parts of the clly.

Drivers Armed with Gunns,

Desplts the orders of Mayor Dunne and
the prohibitton of the city council, many
of wagons of the concerns against
which wstrikes have been declured were
handled today by men armed with rifles
and shotguns. The first rifle shot fired
during the strike went whizsing through a
crowded , thoroughfire today. The shot
wis fired by a guard on wigon of the

" United Btates Express company while it

was pasiing through a crowd of strike
sympathisers at the intersection of State
and Randoiph streets. In driving past the
corner the driver of the wagon reined his
horses up suddenly. A guard within the
wagon poked his head instantly from thoe
woagon and selng a sireet car conductor
stopplng  as though to throw a missile,
pullad the rifle trigger without the slightest
hesiwtion. No person was hit and it de-
wolopad later thot the conductor who nar-
rowly escaped death was Intent solely on
his legitimmte work of “throwing a switch."”

Pollce Kecp OF Wagonns,

The request of Lhe employers made today
that the polios be allowed to ride on thelr
wagons was dedlined by the chicf pf police.
Positive orders were issued that under no
clrcumstances must the officers mount the
wagons, and they will continue Lo march
abreast of the wagona on the street or
keoap along with them while walking on the
midewnlkn, The order. Chief of Police
O'Nell] explained, was simply intended 1o
ward off critictsm, While the officers might
do just ns good work while riding on the
wagons, the cohlef declared he did not
{ntend Lo have it sald of the department
that It was ahowing partiailty or guarding
privale property especlully.

Onoe hundred and nfty wagons of the
peven express companies went to nnd fro
avroas the eity today, in many Instances
complotely unguarded, and at no thme
undor the wsupervinion of moare than one
or two pcllormcn.'

DEWEY CASES ARE DISMISSED

Kansns Stockmam WIill Not e Tried
for Killing Members of

NORTON, Kan., May 3.—The celebrated
case of Chauncey Dewey, a milllonalre
raochman, and Clyde Wilson and A. J.
Mc¢Bride, cowboys employed by Dewey,
who were charged with killing two moem-
bers of the Berry famlly, nelghboring
ranchmen In northwestern Kansas, has
been ended In the district court here when
the judge dlsmissed the defendants with-
out trial. The prosecution had failed upon
several occosions to begin the trial, al-
though the defendants were ready.

The three defendants were all acquitted
A year ago after a sensational trial for
the alleged murder of another membor of
the Berry family.

Chauncey Dewey s the son of the late
. P. Dewey, a plonesr Kansan, and at the
time of the killing of the Berrys managed
his father's ranch,

POISONED FLOUR IN CHINA

Mishap of Smugglers Cavaes Many
Deaths In Interior of Flowery
Kingdom,

BAN FRANCISCO, May 3.—The steam-
ship Coptic brings news of many deaths
In the Inland country of China. Accordingg
to a story from Amoy, It has been the
custom to wsmuggle morphia into that
section, as the duty on the drug wis very
heavy. Recently a number of boxes of the
drug were smuggled Inside a shipment of
flour. In some manner the boxes broke,
causing the deadly drug to become mixed
with the four,

Instead _of the flour belng condemned the
ntufr qu sold to the up-country districto.
Within a week, people began to dle In
large numbers and for nearly a month the
Chinese were dying from the polson ad-
ministered In apparently the most myster]-
ous manner. It 18 estimated that fully
fitty people dled of morphin polsoning.

PATTERSON JURY DISACREES

After Thirteen Hours' Deliberation the
Jurors Are Dissharged by Court.

——

RUMOR THAT MAJORITY FAVOR ACQUITTAL

Defendant Falnts When Annoance-
ment Is Majde—<Another Trial
is Considered Im-

probable,

NEW YORK, May 4+—The jury In the
Nan Patterson case this morning reported
that an agreement wan Impossible and was
dischnrged by Recorder Goff.

The Jury. was given the case at 1 o'clock
yesterday, and after dellberating tweive
hours came (nto court at 1:3 o'clock this
morning and Informed Recorder Goff that
they had falled to reach a verdict. The
jury declined the recorder’'s offer to ald
them by advice on any point of law re-
garding which they might be In doubt, and
worsa gent back to continue thelr delibéra-
tlons,. At 2:3 o'alock the jury again on-
tered the court room, where the recorder
and other court officials were In walung,
and the foreman announced that they had
falled to ugree on a verdict. He added that
thelr disagrecment ssemed hopeless of nd-
justment, Upon this announcement Re-
corder Goff formally discharged the twelve
men composing the third Jury that has
consldered this celebrated case. It 1s un-
derstood that a mnjority of the jury was
for acquittal, but in what proportipn they
stood eannot be ascertalned.

Miss Patterson collapsed on the jury's
announcement and fainted dead away. 8he
wis assisted from the court by ons of her
counsel and several court sttendants and
revived in an anteroom.

On the second return of the jury Re-
corder Goff made a personal appedl to the
foreman to endeavor saguin to reach &
verdict. The foremnn entered the jury box
and polled the jurors In open court, but
they were not sble to agree. The recorder
then asked them sgain f there was not
some polnt in law or something he could
do by which they might be able to reach
a verdiet, but the jurors remained steadfast
and finally declared thelr verdiol a dis-
Agreement.

Hecorder Goft before dismissing the jury
cautioned them not to tell how they stood.

Future proceedure In the case ls uncer-
taln, It has been lnumated by the district
attorney's offica that the people probably
would not attempt another trial. Should
this be the case, Miss Patterson would he
relgased either on nominal ball or on her
own recoZnizance.

Defendant is Confident,

Nan Patterson left her cell in the Tombas
for the court of general sessions today to
witness the last scenes of her trial on a
charge of killing Caesar Young. As As-
sistant District Attorney Rand had finished
his argument as prosecutor yesterday and
the defense had already spoken lts final
word, only the charge of Recorder Goff to
the jury remalned.

Warden Flynn of the Tombe prison sald
today that she was o wonderfully composed
girk

The warden's comment was made after
Miss Putterson had risen early and eaten
breakfast with her sister, Mrs, J. Morgan
Bmith. 8She seemed to be In a cheerful
frameé of mind und was ready to go to the
court room some time before she was
called for.

The sesslon of the court was opened at
10:30 a. m., and ten minutes Inter Recorder
Goff began his charge to the jury.

Remarkable scenca were witnessed around
the crilmnal court bullding today., Early in
the day crowds began to gather, and hours
befare the time for opening of court the
corridors were filled with men and women
hoping to break through the cordon of
guards around the court room doors on the
firet rush. Even In the streets around the
bullding persons stood walting. On the
Tombs prison side the streect, spanned by
the Bridge of Bighs, was jammed with
people walting to calch one/fleeting glance
of the prisoner as she passed the little,
barred, half open window which overiooks
the strest, As the hour for the opening of
court approached the regular foree of unl-
formed guards in the bullding was quad-

rupled, every stairway was guarded
and an officer stood outside
every elevator landing. The Patterson

trial s not the only case being heard on
the third floor of the big bullding, how-
gver, and hundreds of persons, taking ad-
vantage of this, gained temporary admlis-
sion to the upper floors.  Time after time
the sorridors were cleared and the crowds
streamed out to the sireets, only to re-
turn to make other attempts, most of
them frultless, to gain admittance Into
the court roon.

Practically every seat in the body of
the court room had been spoken for far in
advance, and it sesmed a8 If every favored
one used the privilege accorded, as there
was hardly an inch of room to spure long
before the prisoner came in and ook her
pluce beslde her counsel,

Charge to the Jury,

In beginning hils charge to the jury HRe-
corder Goft suld:

This case hue nothing extraordinary in
ft. 8o far as the testimony goes, two per-
sons most spoken of during the entire
proceedings, the decensed, a man by the
name of Young, 4 mce track man, had
this defendant to live with him as his
mistrems. The man's death, because of the
personality of this man Young, had noth-
ing In It to excite your passions or preju-
dices. He was a mere gambler, a Tace
track man, Therefore, you should be able
to consider the faucta calmly, without preju-
dice and passion.

There s no artificial atmosphere [or you

to be exclied or distracted by You must
declde the clreummstances witnoul any
thought of the atmosphere, calmly and
with a guiet mind

Continuing, Hecorder Goft said:

Of course, gentlemen, you must not think
thiut beonuse of the humble position of
this woman sou whould not give her the
same oonsiderntion as " if she occupled a
more exalted position in society. Whateyer
her*porition, she s entitled to the same
jegal rights us the most prominent and
most coneplcuous, If there be a reasonable
doubt In this case on the evidence this
doubt must be thrown into the balance
for the defendant. A danger lies
fn the remarks of counse which
might take your mind oft the
direct fssues. You must avold this dangor,
You are not bound to mccepl the urgu-
ments of counsel as to the nature of this

crime. You are the judges of the faot, If
there was murder, and Iin what degres. The
crucinl  question is, “IMd the man kill

bimeelf or did this defendant fire the fatal
ahot?' If the accused falls to take advan-
tage of her privilege to take a defense,
under advies of her counsel, her fallure to
do so must In no way be held agalnst her.

The recorder directed that questions and
answers of wilnesses which were stricken
out upon objection by counse! must be dls-
regarded.

“Much bas been mald relating toe the
motive which actusted this defendant,” he
conlinued., *“The prosscution claims that
she shot the man because he had cast her
off. Bul It s nol necessary o prove mo-
tive to conviet of murder. If It ¢ shown
that = motive existed then It tends to
support the cireumstances, but to do this
motive must ba proved, not lmagineds

THREE DEAD

Wind Demolishes Omaha Casket Faotory,
Loaving Death in Ite Wake,

Thtee persons were killed and six ine
Jured In the collapse of the four story
brick bullding of the Omaha Caskel come
pany on Grace street between Twelfth and
Thirteenth streets  yesterduy afternoon
during the storm which camae up about
4 o'clock, Nine persaons were in the bulld-
ing at the time. The structure was reduced

Bullding Exposed to Wind,

The building was isolated from any pro-
tection from the wind. The windows were
all rafsed. The wind apparently flrat Hfted
the roof and as It was blown oft it dragged
on the timbers of the bullding and alded
the wind in demollshing the main structure,
The roof was flat. The first floor of the
bullding wis used largely us a store room
of finished coffine and cofflin material. It
was these grim objects that saved the
livea of most of those who escaped death,
as - they pravented the floors from eom-
pletely coming together as they fell. The
south wall was rased to the bottom and
foll Inward, ndding sreatly to the dim-
eulty of rescue, as the brick slmost cov-
erad the wrecked Interior. Many of the
finished coffins that were In boxes became
supports for the wreck ang contributed to
the escape of those who were on the first
floor. There was no fire In the building at
the time or, in all probability, none of the
Injured would have escaped.

The bullding wis & comparatively new
one nnd was erected In the middle of what
was at one time a swamp, From the dis-
eriptions of those In the factory, the bulld-
ing rocked violently before collapsing, thia
being due to the unstable character of the
ground,

The storm developed so rapldly that it
wias Impossible to lower the windows, The
wind had an unbroken sweep of about 300
yarde. It struck the bullding breadside
and first lifted the roof, and then seemed,
according to statements of Willlam Kirsch-
per, to be shiken backward and forward
untli all the beams were loosenad, It then
collnpsped with a terrible roar. The interior
becume n confused mass of broken cofMins,
scattered materiul and brick, while a cloud
of dust srose,

Brewers Rush to Rescue,

It was some time befors anyone could
reach the bullding to render aid, The crash
of the building first attracted the atten-
tion of the employes in Btorzs's brewery,
and the alorm led the management 1o close
the entire plant, and all employes Were in-
structed to go to the work of resoue. When
thesa men reached the wrecked building
they could hear groans and cries for help
trom severnl points and the first thing done
wins to tell the imprisoned men that the
tescus would be as prompl as poesible. The
voles of Mr., Blmones, the manager, was
heard saying:

“I am not very much hurt, but am un-
abile to move. Thero Is apparently & dead
man near me, It is Henry Dietl. I am
not sure thst he Is dead, but T have beem
unuble to recelve any reply from him."

By this tlme the fire department had ar-
rived and soon afterwards the patrol wagon
with a squad of polloe, with Police Bur-
geons Wigton and Kennedy., A large num-
ber of voluntesrs loined In the work and
sootl, under the direction of the officers,
holes were cut In the ficors and the debrie
of brick mnd crushed maierial was being
thrown aside. i

The first person rescued wan “"Tony™
Loeblg, one of the bboxmakers. He was
ecaught by the legs botween the falling
fioors and was unable to move. The fAoor
had arched ltself sabove him and he was
almost choked Ly the dust, W, A, Bmith,

the shipping clerk, was next reached, and
ft wae at firet thought thet he was dead,
a8 tho biood strenmed from an ugly scalp
wound, Jle sald he at first was in & dazsa
and did not suffer much pain. From these
an ldes as Lo the probuble location of seme
of the other persons wos determined.
The first dewd body reaohed was that
of J. 1. Kiesohiner, He was covered with
brick and crushed in among the fallen and

broken coffins, It required some tme to
loosen his bLody, He probahbly wae strock
by the fallen walls after he had been

thrown ftrom his feet, as the base of his
gkull at the back of his head was crushed
in.

WwWhllam Blewsrt was very fLortunate in

talllng in such & way that the floors
arched above him and he wsoaped with
n severs blow on his right sde and a

pumber of abrasions.
